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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
No prior art has been found that either teaches or fairly suggests the production 
of the polymer blend composition of claims 1-5, or articles produced therefrom, as in 
claim 9, comprising a composition (in percent by weight based on a total weight of the 
polyolefin compositions) comprising 1) 55-90% of a crystalline propylene homopolymer 
or copolymer containing up to 15% of at least one of ethylene and C4-C10 a-olefin(s) and 
having a value of MFR (230 °C, 2.16 kg) of at least 25 g/1 0 min; and 2) 1 0-45% of a 
copolymer of ethylene with at least one C4-C10 a-olefin(s) containing from 10 to 40% of 
said C4-C10 a-olefin(s) wherein the compositions have MFR values of at least 20 g/1 0 
min, a total content of ethylene of at least 20%, a total content of C4-C10 a -olefin(s) of at 
least 4.5%, a ratio of the total content of ethylene to the total content of C4-C10 a- 
olefin(s) of at least 2.3, a total fraction soluble in xylene at room temperature of less 
than 18 wt% and an intrinsic viscosity value of the fraction soluble in xylene at room 
temperature of at most 1 .7 dl/g. The submitted claims to copending application SN 
10/577,270 fail to either anticipate or render obvious the claims herein since those 
claims fail to teach or suggest the production of a polyolefin blends having the 
necessary characteristics of MFR values of at least 20 g/10 min, a total content of 
ethylene of at least 20%, a total content of C4-C10 a -olefin(s) of at least 4.5%, a ratio of 
the total content of ethylene to the total content of C4-C10 a-olefin(s) of at least 2.3, a 
total fraction soluble in xylene at room temperature of less than 18 wt% and an intrinsic 
viscosity value of the fraction soluble in xylene at room temperature of at most 1 .7 dl/g. 
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as recited. Wliile some of tine values for the content of etiiylene monomer in the total 
composition may overlap, the total content of C4-C10 a -olefin(s) is not at least 4.5%, as 
required. As such, the compositions are deemed to be patentably distinct. 

Further, no prior art has been found that either teaches or fairly suggests the 
process for making the polymer blend composition of claims 1-5 that may be carried out 
in at least two sequential steps, wherein in at least one polymerization step the relevant 
monomer(s) are polymerized to form component 1) and in the other step the relevant 
monomers are polymerized to form component 2), operating in each step, except the 
first step, in the presence of the polymer formed and a polymerization catalyst used in 
the preceding step.
